No less carefully and fascinatingly
drawn is the character of Jce Portu-
gaig, the Frencih Canadian “habitant”
in the same story, These 1wo char-
acters stand out as the most prom-
ineot in modern fiction and have kepl
the book for six vears constantly In
Jdemand while thousands of other
novels have come, had their little
popularity and disappeared. In the
